towns. 
If a pressure group in any one 
large county wants to initiate such 
change it can ignore completely 
the people of the other 87 counties.

Death Ray’s Perfector 


Veils Secret; Shuns At 


Any Hint Of War Use

v- tonlo Longoria who In 1924 con­ 
firmed reports he had perfected a 
“ death ray” machine, said today It 
is possible such rays will be used 
in the present European war, but 
that he will never reveal his secret 
or help recreate such an appar­ 
atus. 
The 
Cleveland 
Inventor, 
who 
built a machine In 1923 that he 
said killed pigeons on the wing at 
four miles, destroyed It because of 
it* danger. 
“ It’s quite possible that someone 
may atumble across the particular 
electric wave I used," he said. 
“ I 
found It accidentally m yself and I 
am certainly not proud of the dis­ 
covery. 
The machine killed small 
animals and it could kill human be­ 
ings just as easily. 
“ The ray lies in one of the un­ 
explored frequency bands in the 
vicinity of the X ray. 
It kill* pain­ 
lessly, without burning, by chang­ 
ing the blood to useless substance 
-—as light changes silver salts In 
photography." 
Dr. Longoria said In addition to 
a demonstration here of the rays’ 
ability to kill pigeons, he showed 
a group of scientists In California 
that the ray could kill rabbits even 
when the animals were in a thick- 
walled aluminum case. 
“ I could assemble such a ma­ 
chine again," he declared, “ but I 
never shall. 
My inventions have 
brought me wealth. 
I am Inter­ 
ested now only In doing something 
to help civilization."

came, in effect, Soviet protector­ 
ate*. 
Russia Gains Many Point* 
Finland, also once a part of th* 
czarist empire, appears next in 
line for this “ protection". 
Russia gained points for the gar­ 
risoning of thousands of troops and 
bases for warships and warplanes 
aa well as trade and transport con­ 
cession* through her bargains with 
the three little states to the south 
of Finland. 
The Finnish delegation to Mos­ 
cow was beaded by Dr. Jubo Kuati 
Paaaiklvt. minister to Sweden, who 
was premier during the early years 
of Finnish independence.

If 
H itler attem pted the offensive and 
failed, the elite of the German 
youth who are the backbone of 
Naziism in Germany today would 
be decimated. 
To win In the west he must sac­ 
rifice precisely that part of the 
German people on which depends 
the popular sport of his regime.

His behavior In August when 
he sacrificed his whole position In 
eastern Europe Indicates that the 
one thing he cannot face Is inac­ 
tivity and frustration. 
lf. for his victory over Poland. 
he felt he had to break with his

He was one of that fairly limited 
number of senators who are both

Ile was not a “natural authority” 
on a single issue that we can re­ 
call, yet he had a knack of assemb­ 
ling a mass of sound information 
which he was willing to let report­ 
ers have it they asked for it. 
He had spent most of his life ss 
a judge before comiug to the sen­ 
ate and his knowledge of the law 
was much respected not only by 
the press but by fellow senators. 
He was not a "hard-working'* leg­ 
islator who spent dismal hours in 
his office digging out tag data. I

he 
probably 
read 
from day to day far more than the i 
average senator, and on subjects 
of special interest to him he read 
and studkni as much as any.

HE Supreme Court fight inter­ 
ested him deeply and through­ 
out that period he was a source 
of abundant help to Sen. Joe Rob­ 
inson. 
majority 
leader, 
whose 
death came as a dramatic climax 
to that historic conflict two years 
ago. 
Sen. Logan was one of the lead­ 
off men 
for 
the administration 
group trying to win authority for 
appointment of young and fresh 
men to the Supreme Court. 
He endured probably the tough­ 
est grilling of any who spoke. We 
happened to talk to him briefly be­ 
fore he went to the floor for that 
speech and he said then that he 
knew what 
he was coming np 
against. He hoped only that he 
would be permitted to talk long 
enough 
without 
Interruption 
to 
give some semblance of coherence 
to his speech. He had prepared it 
carefully. 
Nothing 
like 
that 
happened. 


When he arose he drew a barrage 
of questions which continued with­ 
out a break until he finished, three! 
hours later. A glance at the Con­ 
gressional Record shows that rare-1 
Iv was he permitted to finish more 
than three or four sentences at a 
tim© until some senator arose to 
question or argue. 
Patiently he answered ream s of

A strange little story now is 
aiailahle in connection with Lo­ 
gan's death that could not be told 
before. A day or so after Robin-1 
son's death, we happened to be 
talking with Sen. Copeland of New 
York, the senate's only physieian- 
metnher in a long time. 
He recalled then what reporters 
had noted at the time, that he had 
two times gone over to Robinson’s 
side to caution him against such 
tempestuous speech as was 
his 
habit. He knew Robinson’s condi­ 
tion. 
' Who will be next to go?” we 
asked him. 
It so happened that T<ogan, In a 
speech 
some 
time 
before, 
had 
quoted that little bogey-man verse 
beginning: 
“Last night I saw upon the 
stair 
“A little man who w asn't 
there.” 
By way of answer. Copeland re­ 
peated that verse as a means of 
referring to Logan. He added: 
“When a man In hts latter years 
begins to thin out about the back 
of th© neck, look out.” 
Logan 
had begun to “thin out" 
about the neck. Yet he was not the 
next to go. Sen. Copeland himself, 
a few weeks later, died suddenly in 
his apartm ent here.

Now* the shipment of arras 
is barred and the adm inistration 
seeks to loosen the ban to allow 
some sales on a sort of cash-and- 
carry policy 
Embargo talk was overshadowed 
25 years ago and after by great 
conflict over the plan for a gov­ 
ernment-owned merchant fleet to 
carry America's cargoes, and later 
by bitter argum ents over expand­ 
ing arm y and navy. But the issue 
was live enough to keep foreign 
diplomats uneasy for months. 
In the sultry W ashington of late 
summer. 
1914, 
Rep. 
Towner 
of 
Iowa 
declared 
to 
a 
congress 
stunned by the war abroad that 
to ship even “food and clothing” 
to the Allies would be “to aid 
them in their great struggle with 
Germany and Austria.” If one side, 
commanding the sea. could receive 
American goods—he said—America 
would he inviting “entanglem ents” 
In Europe. 
Some months later, stately Gil­ 
bert 
M. 
Hitchcock, 
a 
powerful 
member of the Democratic major- 
ity in the senate (later wartime

the shipment of munitions to w ar­ 
ring nations Prom the British for­ 
eign office came protests that such 
an embargo would be “unneutral”. 


SECRETARY

Jennings Bryan informed the 
British that congress would not 
pass the embargo and President 
Wilson made known to leader* in 
congress his Judgment that “any 
action looking to Interference with 
the right of belligerents to buy 
arm s here" would 
he construed 
abroad as unneutral. The German 
ambassador. 
Count 
Johann 
von 
Bernsdorf, had admitted that, un­ 
der international law. a neutral 
was free 
to sell 
to Germany’* 
enemies. 
As the new year of 1915 got 
under way.* Sen. William J. Stone 
of St. Louis became chairman of 
the foreign relations committee. 
Moved by letters from German 
sympathizers,

Great Britain. France and Russia 
as against Germany and Austria." 
Among 20 charges he listed: “No 
interference with the sale to Great 
Britain and her allies of arms, am­ 
munition.

Bryan replied that Germany sold 
munitions 
to belligerents during 
the Russo-Japanese war, and said: 
‘‘There is ’no power in the execu­ 
tive to prevent the sale of ammuni­ 
tion to the belligerents.” That left 
it up to congress. 
. In March, one congress died. and 
a new congress was born. New 
embargo billa 
dropped 
Into the 
hooper. 
Rep. Richard Bartholda. a natur­ 
alized German, ended a long career 
In the legislative halls. But he al­ 
ready was active In the American 
Independence Union, organized at 
a neutrality conference in W ash­ 
ington. In this and other groups, 
both those who sided with Ger­ 
many and those who saw in em ­ 
bargo the hope of American peace 
sought to stop the arm s trade.

Kenyon of 
Iowa presented to the senate “a 
petition signed by l.ObO.OOO citizens 
of the United States against the 
exportation from this country of 
munitions of war.” Keyon and his 
friends maneuvered the rules so 
that they could discuss the plea. 
Hitchcock read telegram s from 
Nebraska grain 
men 
demanding 
munitions shipm ents be stopped 
because they were clogging ships 
that might carry grain. 
Ashurst. softly prompted In mid­ 
speech by Sen. Gore of Oklahoma, 
intoned: “Let us pray, Mr. Presi­ 
dent. when the day of reckoning 
comes, we can truthfully say to 
the other powers:
